GENERAL  REMARKS. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  during  the  fourth  year  of 
War  the  health  of  the  population  continues  to  be  remarkably 
good. 

Of  the  large  number  of  Measles  cases  (658)  as  previously 
remarked,  only  threo  proved  fatal.  This  was  gratifying  as 
measles  can  often  prove  fatal,  because  of  its  common 
complication  - Broncho  Pneumonia. 

The  number  of  Deaths  from  Pneumonia  was  very  high  (viz -20) - 
this  I cannot  explain  as  the  use  of  M & B 6,93  it  was  hoped  would 
be  the  means  of  reducing  the  mortality  from  this  disease. 

The  Birth,  Death,  Infantile  and  Still  Birth  Pates  can  all 
be  very  favourably  compared  with  those  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales. 

Your  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.Boocock,  is  still  as  conscientious 
as  he  has  been  in  the  past.  Ilis  work  is  characterised  by 
accuracy  and  detail. 

It  will  be  noted  over  1,100  children  under  15  years  of  age 
were  immunised  against  Diphtheria  during  the  year. 

It  is  conservaitvely  calculated  that,  at  the  end, of  1943 
approximately  9Q4  of  all  children  under  5 years  of  age,  and 
approximately  of  all  children  between  5 and  15  years  of  age 
are  now  immunised  against  this  disease.  This  Service  has  been 
in  operation  for  over  12  years* 

Drs. Crawford  and  Taylor  - School  Medical  Officers,  have 
immunised  the  very  large  majority  of  the  children,  at  School 
Clinics  and  Child  Welfare  Centres.  To  them  grateful  thanks 
are  due  for  their  great  practical  co-opera tion. • 

Again  I wish  to  thank  you,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  and  also  all 
my  fellow  Officers  and  Council  Staff  for  every  consideration 
and  courtesy  received  in  the  course  of  my  duties  during  the
